RESTITUTION IN BRITISH: ZONE 
Plan Based on U.S. Model Accepted 


[From our Parliamentary C orrespondent| 


The British authorities in Germany 
have produced a plan for the restitution 
of property in the British Zone. It is 
based on: the American model, and 
Foreign Office experts regard it as a 
satisfactory mstrument. This announce- 
ment was made in the House of Com- 
mons on Wednesday morning by Mr. 
Hector McNew, Minister of State. 

He was repl “ to a debate initiated 
by Brigadier F. Mepiicort (Lib. Nat., 
Norfolk, EB), who had protested at the 
delay in promulgating laws for the resti- 
tution of this property—mainly Jewish. 

Mr. McNeil said the plan had been 
received four days earlier, and, having 
had a preliminary look at it, the Govern- 
ment considered # satisfactory. He gave 
an assurance that there would be little 
delay in formalising this instrument. 

“| hope within a matter of weeks we 
may be able to inform the House that 
the instrument is ready,”’ he said. 


95 Per Cent Jewish Property 


Brigadier Medlicott said that approxi- 
mately 9S per cent of the property was 
confiscated from the Jews. The German 
treatment of the Jews was one of the 
factors that had helped to unify the 
world against Germany. 

Great Britain shared with the Sovier 
Union the unhappy distinction of being 
one of the only two countries where the 
matter had not been dealt with. Even the 
Russians now had a restitution law. 

Not only individuals were affected by 
the delay. he deciared, but Jewish chari- 
tes were also denied the return of their 
properties. It seemed particularly regret- 


table that even Jewish cemeteries were not . 


permitted to be returned into the jurisdic- 
tion and ownership of the conimunity to 
whom they rightfully belonged. 

We should have been the first in all 
Europe to have seen that this matter was 
dealt with,” said the Brigadier, “ and we 
‘are enttied to ask why we are the last.”

EGYPT’S TREATMENT OF 
BRITISH JEWS 


Mr. BEVIN was questioned by Mr. Joun 
Foster (Con., Northwich) about: dis- 
crimination by Egypi agaist Brisa Jews 
by removing their passports or detaining 
them on overnight stops in. Egyptian 
terruory 

Mr. Bevin described the procedure 
adopted by the Egyptian authorities 
regarding passengers afriving by air in 
Egypt and said that there was no dis- 
crimination wm this. procedure against 
passengers of the Jewish religion.

hose cases had already been the subject 
correspondence between the Minister 
Ol State (Mr. McNeil) and Mr. Foster. 

“In view of this and of the circum. 
stances: obtaining in the ‘Middle East,” 
‘ail Mr. Bevin, “1 do not feel justified 
protesting to the Egyptian Government 
against this practice.”

no heir could be found. 
_ Mr. McNeil, in his reply, said that the 
intentions and sympathies of the Foreign 
Office could not be doubted. 

‘We acknowledge our obligation 
towards these unfortunate people and 
their successors,’ he said, “ and we have 
been desperaicly anxious to discharge our 
duty on this subject efficiently and 
justly.” 


Not Prepared for Contingency 


_ Referrimg io the quadripartite negotia- 
uons which broke down in November. 
1947, Mr. McNeil recalled that the 
Americans and the French had prepared 
separaic laws to deal with such a con- 
tingency. He apologised for having to 
admit that Britain had not prepared for 
such a contingency. The casiest course 
wouki have been to have conformed 
retty closely to the American model 

€ overriding reason why that was not 
done was it was feared that if ah instru- 
ment was produced that was too in- 
flexible or looked harsh, a recrudescence 
of anti-Semitic feeling might have been 
encouraged 

However, the American model had 
worked very well. There had been a 
great deal of amicable settlement. sur- 
prisingly little litigation, and, so far as 
they could see, no reaction which might 
be interpreted as anti-Semitic feeling 
Replying to Mr. Barnett Janner (Lab. 
Leicester, W.), Mr. McNeil said that the 
new British plan. covered possessions 
which were both natural and juristic 
There was provision for intestate pro- 
perty. 


TROOPS IN AQABA 


Mr. Emanvet Suinwerte, Secretary for 
War, said, in reply to Dr. S. Seoat 
(Lab., Preston), in the House of Com- 
mons on Tuesday, that there was still 
a British task force stationed at Aqaba 
He added that no permanent army in- 
stallations were being constructed in that 
area. 

. Dr. Segal asked, amid laughter, if the 
journey of this task force was really 
necessary. “Is if not about time; he 
demanded, “that you considered calling 
off this cold war against Israc! ? ° 

Mr. Shinwell said that that was another 
question. 


FINANCIAL TALKS 


Dr. S. Seca (Lab., Preston) asked the 
Foreign Secretary on what date the 
Anglo-Israeli financial talks were ex- 
pected to begin and what was the reason 
for their delay. 

Mr. Bevin said that no date for such 
talks had yet been suggested by either 
Government and there had consequently 
been no delay. The many economic and 
financial problems requiring d scussion 
with the. Government of . Isra_l were 
under active study by the British Govern- 
ment. 

Dr. Segal commented that Is-ael was 
rapidly becoming a hard currency area 
and the only result of these delays in 
the Middle East would be the loss to 
Britain of many millions of pounds im 
the hard currency markets. 

Mr. Bevin replied: “ This financial 
business is not one-sided, | assure you.”

“Does Not Lead to 
Apostasy ”

Complaints that there was misunder- 
standing of the aims of the Reform 
Movement in Judaism, and that slander- 
ous statements were being uttered about 
u, were made at the first public meeting 
arranged by the Edgware and District 
Reform Synagogue at the Shakespeare 


Hall, Manor Park Crescent, Edgware, 
last week. Mr. John Chapman presided. 
Mr. Leonard G. Montefiore, President 


of the Association of Synagogues in 
Great Britain, said that it had been stated 
that Reform Judaism led to apostasy. 
and that if the adults did not leave 
Judaism their children would. He him- 
self was of the fourth and his son of the 
fifth generation of Reform Jews, and the 
family had not yet produced a meshumad. 

It was a mistake, declared Rabbi Dr. 
|. Maybaum, Minister of the Synagogue. 
to speak of Reform Judaism ere was 
only one Judaism, that of Torat Moshe. 
There was, however, a Reform Move- 


‘ment, which tried to find a dwelling place 


for Torat Moshe within Western civilisa- 
tion and within the English-spcaking 
world. His Judaism was progressive and 


traditional. There was no contradiction 
in this 
Alienated from Ceremonial 


There was a type of modern Jew who 
did not fit into the Orthodox synagogue. 
but that did not mean that he was nol 
a good Jew. The greater part of modern 
Jewry was becoming alienated from cere- 
monial, and statistics showed that only 
about vine per cent of Jewry was Ortho- 
dox. The Reform Movement, he con- 
tinued, made a distinction between casen- 
bal and non-essential ceremonial! Ihe 
lighting of candies on Friday evening 
was a ceremony that they could not dis 
pense with; this was an instance of an 
essential ceremony being aS important as 
the law He advised people to keep 
their ceremonial practices, but he did not 
say “ thou shalt’ or “ thou shalt. not.” 
He had never preached that they must 
eat xasher, but neither had he preached 
they must cat trefa. He did not put on 
tehiin, but if somebody had yehrzeit and 
approached him. he would put on tefillin 
with him 

If, Rabbi Maybaum declared, the Vilna 
Gaon were to walk into an Orthodox 
synagogue to-day, he would say: “ This 
is not an Orthodox synagogue: this is a 
Reform synagoguc.” 


The modern Jew. 


the speaker went on, 


was a sighiseer m an Orthodox sy na- 
gogue-—-he remained  imactive Ser- 
vices al the Reform synagogue . were 


organised on the principle that every- 
body should take part im the service. Al 
present, the service was half in Hebrew 
and half in English, but that muigh 
change when they knew more Hebrew.

HANNAH HYAM 
LECTURE 


[By a Jewisn Reporter) 


The Hannah Hyam Memorial Lecture 
was given recently at the Bernhard Baron 
St. George's Jewish Setilement, Berner 
Street, E.1, when an address on 
“ The Work of a Children’s Officer ” was 
given by Mr. Edwin Ainscow, the newly- 
appointed Children’s Officer for London. 

Mr. Basil L. Q. Henriques, C.B.E., 
).P.. presided, and paid a tribuie to the 
late Hannah Hyam. 

r. Ainscow outlined the main provi- 
sions of the Children’s Act of 1948, and 
said that in providing for Children’s 
Officers it had provided a valuable and 
vital link in the chain between the State 
and the child who had been deprived 
of a normal home-lhfe. 

The new Act, he went on, sought to 
make imaginative provision for 
deprived chiid, and he described the con- 
ditions under which local authorities 
must take prompt and eflective action. 
From start to finish, the emphasis was 
land on the best interests of the child. 

Questions of proper spiritual guidance 
were matters that had to have suitable 
consideration, and it was specifically laid 
down that all parents, guardians, rela- 
tives, and friends entrusted with the care 
of a deprived child must be of the same 
religious persuasion as the child. 

The need was for skilled and trained 
workers, Mr. Ainscow siated, and in this 
connection the guidance of the Central 
Training Council for Children’s Workers 
would be of inestimable benef

TALKS ON JERUSALEM

250,000 TO ENTER 
ISRAEL IN 1949 


Mr. Werfel’s Statement 


{By a Jewisn Curonicite Reporter] 


Mr. Itzhak Werfel, head of the Immigra- 
tion Department of the Jewish Agency, 
who spent a few days in London en route 
from the United States to Paris, told me 
in an interview that before his visit to 
America he visited the countries in 
Eastern Europe and found everywhere 
that the attitude towards Zionism 
was rather “complicated and obscure.” 
“No one could say for certain what 
would happen to the Zionst organisabons 
in these countries, but in their attitude to- 
wards Aliyah, some Governments of the 
countries * behind the lron Curtain’ ap- 
peared to be much more sympathetic.” 

The Bulgarian Government had — 
that all the Jews in that country could go 
to Isracl if they so wished, and, in fact, 
out of the Jewish population of 40,000, 
32,000 had already emigrated, and another 
5,000 were duc to leave within the next 
few months. 

The Czechoslovakian Governmem, in a 
written ey | to a request that 20,000 Jews 
should be allowed to go, had uncondition- 
ally agreed, and they were leaving at the 
rate of 2,500 a month, starting from Feb- 
ruary. 20,000 out of the population of 
35,000 was the number it was estimated 
wanted to go. 

Out of Poland's (approximately) 70,000 
Jews, it was believed that about 30,000 
would like to emigrate to Isracl.— 

Negotiations were in progress with the 
Hungarian Government and positive 
results were expected so that the emugra- 
tion of about $0,000 Jews could begin 
very shortly 


Communist Opposition 

In Rumania the position was slightly 
different. The Government had promised 
to allow emigration of 5,000 Jews every 
month. That promise had not been ful- 
filled because of the opposition of the 
Jewish Communist Party. Nevertheless, 
m January, 4,000 Jews had left for Israel 
and it was still hoped that many more 
would go. Most of the 750.000 Jews in 
Rumania had-close tics with Israel and 
wanted to go there. 

A quarter of a million Jews, Mr. Werfel 
said, are expected to arrive in Israel 
this year. Of these, 50,000 will come from 
the D.P. camps: 40,000 from Mediter- 


‘ranean countries . 20.000 from Czechoslo- 


vakia ; 20,000 from Hungary : 15,000-from 
Poland; 15,000 from Bulgaria. (including 


a number who have already arrived); 
from Yugoslavia; 20,000 from

LEGISLATION IN ISRAEL 


(By a Curonicire Reporier| 


A denial that there was any insuper- 
able difficulty im the way of basimg the 
legislation of Israel on the Torah and 
the Talmud, was made by Rabbi K. 
Kahana, when he spoke on “ Legtsiation 
in Israel.” at a combined meeting of the 
Wembley Mizrach and Zionist Societies, 
held at the Wembley Synagogue, Lon- 
don, on Saturday evening. Mr H 
Schiff presided. 

The belief that the Torah was archaic 
was a fallacy, declared Rabbi Kahana. 
Some extremely Orthodox Jews thought 
that the same words must be used as ‘in 
the past, while others, who never under- 
siood the Torah, wanted to build a secu- 
lar State. Nothing could be changed 
from the Torah; the whole question was 
one of terminology The two views 
could never agree “unless the underlying 
idea of the Torah was understood. 

Jewish Jurisdiction Grented 

When the State of Israel was destroyed, 
many laws ceased to function, but private 
law was exercised. The Governments in 
the varrous countries of the Diaspora 
gave Jewish jurisdiction to the Jewish 
Communities, and Jewish leaders used 
every possible means from within to en- 
force that jurisdiction. At the time of 
the emancipation, Jewish lay leaders and 
aristocracy decided to break away from 
Jewish jurisdiction in the belief that thts 
would be a part of their freedom. Three 
great Talmudists of that time warned the 
generation that by breaking away from 
the Jewish system of law, the whole basis 
of Judaism was imperilicd. 

The fallacy of the view held by the 
lay leaders could be shown by the fact 
that the way to the renaissance was paved 
by Jewish Talmudic scholars and that non- 
Jewish scholars like Richlin, Seldon, and 
Bacon drew from the Jewish fount of 
knowledge. | 

If the Jews now broke away in thei 
legislation from the Law of Sinai and 
of the Talmud, it would be a great 
catastrophe. Greece of to-day was not 
the Greece of the past, neither was Rome, 
but Israel to-day was the Israel of 
yesterday.

TALKS ON JERUSALEM 


The Transjordan Governmenm has 
appointed liaison officers for the talks 
on Jerusalem to be held by the Sub- 
Committee for Jerusalem, set up by the 
United Nations Conciliation Commis- 
sion.

ISRAEL IN 1949 
Mr. Werfel’s Statement 


[By a Jewisn Curonicie Reporter] 


Mr. Itzhak Werfel, head of the Immigra- 
tion Departmem of the Jewish Agency, 
who spent a few days in London en route 
from the United States to Paris, told me 
im an interview that before his visit to 
America he visited the countries im 
Eastern Europe and found everywhere 
that the attitude towards Zionism 
was rather “complicated and obscure.” 
“No one could my for certain what 
would happen to the Zionist organisabons 
in these countries, but in their attitude to- 
wards Aliyah, some Governments of the 
countries * behind the Iron Curtain’ ap- 
peared to be much more sympathetic.” 

The Bulgarian Government had serene 
that all the Jews in that country could go 
to Israel if they so wished, and, in fact, 
out of the Jewish population of 40,000, 
32,000 had already emigrated, and another 
5,000 were due to leave within the next 
few months. 

The Czechoslovakian Governmem, in a 
written reply to a request that 20,000 Jews 
should be allowed to go, had uncondtion- 
ally agreed, and they were leaving at the 
rate of 2,500 a month, starting from Feb- 
ruary.

Negotiations were in progress with the 
Hungarian Government and positive

Communist Opposition 

In Rumania the position was slightly 
different. The Government had promised 
to allow emigration of 5,000 Jews every 
month. That promise had not been ful- 
filled because of the opposition of the 
Jewish Communist Party. Nevertheless, 
in January, 4,000 Jews had left for Israel 
and it was still hoped that many more 
would go. Most of the 750.000 Jews in 
Rumania had close tics with Israel and 
wanted to go there. 

A quarter of a million Jews, Mr. Werfel 
said, are expected to arrive in Israel 
this vear. Of these, 50,000 will come from 
the D.P. camps: 50,000 from Mediter- 
ranean countnes 20,000 from Czechoslo-

LEGISLATION IN ISRAEL 


(By a Jewisn Curonicie Reporier| 


A denial that there was any insuper- 
able difficulty in the way of basing the 
legisiation of Israel on the Torah and 
the Talmud, was made by Rabbi K. 
Kahana. when he spoke on “ Legislation 
in Israel.” at a combined meeting of the 
Wembley Mizrach: and Zionist Societies, 
held at the Wembley Synagogue, Lon- 
don. on Saturday evening. Mr. H. 
Schiff presided 

The belief that the Torah was archaic 
was a fallacy, declared Rabbi Kahana. 
Some extremely Orthodox Jews thought 
that the same words must be used as in 
the past, while others, who never under- 
stood the Torah, wanted to build a secu- 
lar State Nothing could be changed 
from the Torah; the whole question was 
one of terminology. The two views 
could never agree unless the underlying 
idea of the Torah was understood. 


Jewish Jurisdiction Granted 


_ When the State of Israel was destroyed, 
many laws ceased ,o function, but pfivate 
law was exercised. The Governmenis in 
the various countries of the Dhaspora 
gave Jewish jurisdiction to the Jewish 
Communities, and Jewish leaders used 
every possible means from within to en- 
force that jurisdiction. At the time of 
the emancipation, Jewish lay leaders and 
aristocracy decided to break away from 
Jewish jurisdiction in the belief that this 
would be a part of their freedom. Three 
great Talmudists of that time warned the 
generation that by breaking away from 
the Jewish system of law, the whole basis 
of Judaism was imperilied. 

The fallacy of the view held by the 
lay leaders could be shown by the fact 
that the way to the renaissance was paved 
by Jewish Talmudic scholars and that non- 
Jewish scholars like Richlin, Seldon, and 
Bacon drew from the Jewish fount of 
knowledge. 

If the Jews now broke away in their 
legislation from the Law of Sinai and 
of the Talmud, it would be a great 
catastrophe. Greece of to-day was not 
the Greece of the past, neither was Rome 
but Israel to-day was the Israel o 
yesterday.

NAZI FILM CHIEF ON

Produced “Jew Suss 


The British film, “Oliver Twist,” 
which has now been banned in the Britssh 
and US. Zones of Germany, was shown 
on Saturday in a Hamburg cinema to 
members of the German court trying Veit 
Harlan. leading film director under the 
Nazi réeime, who is charged with com- 
mittineg an offence against humanity by 
producing a distorted anti-Semitic film 
version of “Jew Siiss.”

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“THE NEXT PHASE 


WHEN the British representative on the 
Security Council last week abstained from 
voting on Israel's membership application, 
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he did so, according to his published state-— 


ment, because the British Government is still 
awaiting certain clarifications regarding 
Israel's attitude towards the refugee problem 
and the status of the Holy Places. This 
explanation was immediately controverted 
by the Isracli delegate, who pointed out that 
no inquiries or representations to that effect 
had been received from the British delega- 
tion at Lake Success. Scepticism of Govern- 
mental motives has bitten so deep into the 
texture of modern thought that this little 
controversy, harmless though it appears, will 
probably give rise to doubt whether Sir 
Terence SHone had been adequately briefed 
by the Foreign Office before he spoke. We 
suppress, as unworthy, the thought that the 
“ clarification “ required by Mr. Bevin really 
relates to the extent of Jewish territorial 
sovereignty in the Negev. The fact remains 
that Britain has once more chosen to appear 
m the réle, reminiscent of Signor Musso- 
LIN!'s claims, of Protector of Islam. It 1s true 
that on this occasion the material damage 
was slight or even nil—the majority neces- 
sary for the acceptance of Israel's applica- 
tion having been secured beforehand-—but a 
chance was missed to affirm in public that 
the anti-Israel hatchet had been definitely 
buried. It may be argued that too rapid and 
violent a shift in Britain's attitude would 
needlessly disturb Arab susceptibilities, and 
that Israel has anyhow secured the substance 
of her latest claim, membership of the United 
Nations. But gestures have their value for 
both sides. This particular one is likely to 
be -remembered for some time. 


Meanwhile, the process of Israel's political 
consolidation continues both at home and 
abroad. Membership of the United Nations 
can now be taken for’ granted; the opposr 
tion of the Middle and Far Eastern bloc is 
melting like ice in the sun. China, in the 
throes of dissolution, has reversed its atti- 
tude: and Egypt, though still vocal on the 
Security Council, is in. fact reconciled to 
its new neighbour's. existence. With the 
recent shift of Egyptian interest from the 
Middle East to Africa, nationalism in Cairo 
is beginning to discover a new objective in 
the leadership of East Africa, a reorientation 
not wholly unwelcome, perhaps, to the other 
Arab League States. Within the League, 
Syria now represents the most intransigent 
element, but also the weakest, its existence 
being threatened by its Transjordanian ally 
rather than by its nominal enemy, Israel. 
An enlarged Transjordan will look north- 
wards for further dynastic expansion, but 
before this phase opens, peace-—or at least 
an armistice—must be concluded with Israel. 
That Transjordan’s famed reasonableness is 
highly relative appears evident both from the 
rigid conference manners of its delegates at 
Rhodes and from their reported request that 
Israel should consent to the demilitarising of 
the northern Negev and the stationing of 
Transjordan troops near L ydda. These exten- 
sive claims may perhaps owe something to 
Mr. Bevrn’s sudden need for further “ clarifi- 
cations ’; but they can also be interpreted as 
the customary opening gambit in a process 
of bargaimuing, and in any event there pm little 
doubt that King ABDULLAH values the 
striking power of his Legion too highly to 
expose it lightly to the hazards of a full-scale 
clash. There is thus every hope that agree- 
ment will be reached, though not without 
still haggling. It wall be interesting to watch 
the attitude adopted by the British Govern- 
ment in advising Amman when to stand firm 
and when to give way. Let it be hoped that 
the temper of the new Israeli nation will not 
be misunderstood in. Whitchall That this 
danger of misunderstanding still exists is 
shown by the obviously inspired allegations 
—based on reports received by the British 
Foreign Office from Amman—that Israeli 
forces are invading Transjordan; it is 
evident, even from the place-names in the 
Transjordan reports, that if any movements 
are taking place, they are inside Israeli terri- 
tory—where Transjordan troops have no 


right to be 


Something of the new temper of Israel is 
now being displayed in the resolution with 


which Government and public are tackling 
the job of finding room for an Gnprecedented 
flood of immigrants. Israel's popula- 
tion grew by a fifth last year, and may 
increase by something between a_ third 
and a fourth in the current year. Nor is 
there any doubt that an enormous strain 1s 
thus being thrown on the Israeli economy, 
already distorted by war and inflation, and 
that a prolonged régime of austerity will 
be the only means of coping with the prob- 
lem. Austerity, as we know in this country, 
implies both a disciplined community and a 
democratic Government conscious of public 
support. Israel is fortunate in having both, 
though there are weaknesses which a semi- 
Socialist administration is perhaps better 
fitted to tackle than a purely “ bourgeois 
one. Production costs must be brought 
down and inflation stopped by severe taxa- 
tion. Mr. Ben-Gurion’s Government has 
now been formed, and the predominance of 
Mapai is an earnest of its ability and readi- 
ness to tackle the matter. Room has been 
found for the Religious Bloc, the Pro- 
gressives, and the Sefardim, but the 
Socialist Left and Mr. Rokacn’s Conserva- 
tive group have both declined to join, though 
some places are being kept open for them. 
This concentration towards the centre is the 
main feature of Israeli politics. Its inter- 
national significance ts obvious—so much so 
that Mapam has complained of a drift in 
the direction of complete reliance upon the 
United States, though there is no doubt that 
the Government genuinely desires to main- 


tain neutrality. It 1s equally clear that such. 


radical nostrums as complete socialisation 


are incompatible with the massive investment . 


of private capital, the importance of which 
has just been underlined by Mr. KAPLAN. 
Israel's economy, in short, is to be a 
“ mixed” one, much to the annoyance of 
fanatics and totalitarians on both flanks of 
Mr. Ben-GuURION’S coalition Ministry (there 
was, of course, never any thought of includ- 
ing Cherut or the Communists in the Govern- 
ment). Here, if anywhere, is that demo- 


cratic concentration which the Foreign Office 


has been looking for, but has been unable to 
find, from Egypt to Burma. The news appears 


_ to be travelling somewhat slowly, but by the 


end of this year perhaps it will no longer 
cause astonishment in Whitehall to hear 
Israel spoken of as an outpost of the demo- 
cratic way of life in a region where there is 
no superabundance of that commodity. 
Isracl has something new to offer to its 
Arab neighbours : this was the keynote of 
Mr. BeN-GURION’S statement of policy when 
he presented his Ministry to the Knesset in 
Tel Aviv on Tuesday. Inevitably, he dwelt 
with special emphasis upon his Govern- 
ment’s right and duty to shelter all Jews who 
seek entry, but no less clearly did he state 
that Israel is genuinely a Middle Eastern 
country, not a European colony planted in 
the. midst of an Arab environment. It so 
happens that a large proportion of the new 
immigrants are drawn from the Arab 
countries of the Middle East and North 
Africa, with whose Moslem inhabitants they 
share many customs and traditions as 
well as a common language. The im- 
portance of this element must grow as the 
East European reservoir dries up, and con- 
currently Israel is bound to become more 
firmly integrated with its neighbours in the 
very process of its growth from a nation of 
less than a million to one of double that 
size. In formulating its goal as one of 
growing strength and closer ties with its 
neighbours, Mr. Ben-Gurion showed admir- 
able awareness of what must be done to 
secure for the new nation its place in the 
Middle East: Israel returns not as an armed 
intruder, but as the rightful claimant to a 
heritage held in common with others, its 
enemies of yesterday, its partners of 
to-morrow. | 


A PRESS CENTENARY 


AMERICAN Jewry has recently been cele- 
brating a notable centenary—that of the 
foundation of the English-Jewish Press in 
the United States. It was in 1849 that THe 
ASMONEAN, the first English-Jewish weekly 
newspaper in America, started publication 
in New York. Although that paper had a 
chequered existence of only nine years, it 
marked the birth of an important influence 
in the shaping of human life across the 
Atlantic. The occasion has been recognised 
by President TrumMAN, who addressed the 
following letter to a commemorative meet- 
ing in Washington: 

“ Please give my warm ape po to all those who 
are attending the convention of the American Asso- 


ciauvon of ish-Jewish Newspapers. The 100th 
anniversary of the publication of THe ASMONEAN 
is a significant occasion, and I am delighted to have 
a part in it. 

“ The century that has passed since that date 
has witnessed our country’s rise to a commanding 
world position. This has been possible because we 
were richly endowed by nature; bul even more 
because we have drawn to ourselves from ali the 
nations of the earth those who loved freedom best 

“ It is our people who have made America great, 
and I am proud of the fact that there have always 
been many of Jewish origin among us. In the 
developmen of our country, in its defence, and in 
upholding its high ideals, American Jewry has 
played a distinguished rdle 

“For one hundred years, the Jewish Press has 
been a ent force in building the America we 
love. ay it long continue to uphold the highest 
ideals of human dignity and social justice! 

To emphasise still more the significance of 
his message, President TRUMAN afterwards 
received a delegation from this gathering of 
editors and publishers. His appreciation of 
their responsibilities as the inheritors of a 
great tradition must be warmly endorsed by 
every thinking person. 

The conditions of 1849 were very different 
from those of to-day. When THE ASMONEAN 
was founded, the American Jewish Com- 
munity numbered 50,000. To-day, it com- 
prises nearly 5,000,000'souls. It has been 
rightly stressed, during the recent celebra- 
tion, that the present-day influence of 
American. Jewry finds important expres- 
sion through the medium of the various 
organs of its weekly Press in the ver- 
macular. Six years ago, the leading English- 
Jewish periodicals formed the American 
Association of English-Jewish Newspapers. 
It purposely adopted this title instead of a 
previous reference to Anglo-Jewish papers, 
m order to differentiate between Jewry’s 
English newspapers published in America 
and those appearing in England. 

As the oldest representative of the Jewish 
Press in ‘the world, we take pleasure in 
Offering our wholehearted felicitations 
and good wishes to our English-Jewish 
contemporaries in the United States. Al- 
though possessing the privilege of the first- 
born, we cannot at times refrain from 
feeling a certain envy when we contemplate 


some transatlantic newspapers of Falstaffian 


proportions which are unaffected by austerity 
conditions or newsprint restrictions. Yet 
American tributes are constantly forthcom- 
ing*to a certain maturity and largeness of 
outlook which—so it is declared—are par- 
ticularly characteristic of Tue Jrewisy 
CHRONICLE of England. Such tributes can- 
not but afford us much gratification when 
we reflect that we are not only the oldest 
Jewish newspaper in the English language, 
but also in any language in any country. 
Our own centenary occurred in 1941. when 
war conditions made it impossible to cele- 
brate. the occasion with appropriate pomp 
and ceremony. But we have not been 
unmindful of the duties of a centenarian. 
and we now have in hand for early publica- 
tion a volume which will record in full the 


history of THe Jewish CHRonic te from 1841 
to 1941. 


PURIM 


On Monday night and Tuesday next, we shall 
celebrate the Festival of Purim. This joyous 
occasion commemorates the deliverance of the 
Jews who lived under the dominion of the Per- 
sian Empire, over 24 centuries ago. That 
Empire's glories had been greatly enhanced 
by Cyrus the Great, whose famous declara- 
on enabled the exiles of Babylon to 
rebuild the Jewish State in the Holy Land: 
“Thus saith Cyrus, King of Persia: All 
the kingdoms of the earth hath the Lord. 
the God of heaven, given me: and he hath 
charged me to build him a house in Jerusalem. 
which is in Judah. Whosoever there is among 
you of all his people—the Lord his God be 
with him-—-let him go up.” Utterly different in 
purpose was the decree issued in Shushan by a 
later Persian ruler, King Ahasuerus (Xerxes), 
“to destroy, to kill, and to cause to perish, all 
Jews, both young and old, little children and 
women, in one day, even upon the thirteenth day 
of the twelfth month, which is the month Adar. 
and to take the spoil of them for a prey.” But 
the Providential deliverance which is recorded 
in the Book of Esther turned the occasion from 
sorrow to gladness and from mourning into a 
good day. The fourteenth of Adar was ordained 
as the Festival of Purim, to be remembered and 
kept throughout every generation. And the 
vicissitudes which befell the Jews under the 
ancient Persian Empire have an everlasting sig- 
nificance, since they reflect so faithfully the 
perpetual pattern of Jewish history. The read- 
ing of the Megillah is preceded by thanksgiving 
to the Almighty, not only because He wrought 
wonderful deliverance for our fathers in days of 
old at this season, but also because He has kept 
us in life and preserved us and enabled us to 
reach this season. A generation which has sur- 
vived ail the terrors and perils of the past 16 
years cannot overlook the deeper message of 
Purim. Nor is the lighter spirit of carnival, 
which is traditionally associated with the Festi- 


val, inappropriate to our present mood, 
Laughter which can overcome hatred should be 
welcomed not only for its therapeutic wor 
but as a Drvine gift for the worid’s healing. 
To spread that laughter in fullest measure 
accords with the Purim custom “of sendin 
rtions one to another and gifts to the poor. 
o celebrant of this Festival can forget those 
causes which rightly claim to share our joy. 


RELIGION IN ISRAEL 


No problem connected with the establishmeng 
of the State of Israel can be of more importance 
to the serious-minded than that of its religiogg 
consequences. Accordingly, we have devoteg 
considerable space of late to publishing the 
views, on this subject of leaders of Jewish 
Orthodoxy. Last week, we recorded the opinions 
of two Mizrachi leaders who hold importan 
positions in the Jewish Agency, Mr. Irzuag 
Werre. and Mr. S. Z. SHRAGAI, both prominem 
members of the Mizrachi Party. The opinions 


they expressed were certainly uncompromising, 


For example, in their view, civil marriages, 
which are recognised in the United States and 
in practically every Western country, could not 
be recognised in Israel. Children born of mar- 
riages outside the synagogue would be treated 
as “ illegitimate,” would have no status in the 
community, and would not be allowed to inter- 
marry with “ legitimate ~ members. Mixed mar- 
riages of any kind would be prohibited. Judaism 
apparentiy interpreted in accordance with ob 
scurantist medicval thought, would be enforced 
collectively by the State. Asked whether they 
believed the present Israeli Government would 
ever agree to such laws, the Mizrachi spokes 
men replied that they were certain that 1 would 
have to do so “ because the Orthodox Jews now 
form a vast majority. in the State of Israel.” 
This is not mere theorising, because three 
representatives of the Religious Bloc are included 
in the newly-formed Israeli Cabinet. Those 
who are truly concerned for the promotion of 
Judaism in the Holy Land cannot but have 
grave misgivings, if the full measures advocated 
by the Mizrachi spokesmen are seriously com 
templated. (it would be interesting to know 
whether the proposals are to be applied retro 
spectively. 
considerable weeding-out of the sheep from 
the goats in Israel itself.) Such extremist 
proposals do not advance the cause of 
our sacred Faith. It would be contrary to 
the ideals and interests of Jewry to enforce 
legislation im opposition to those principles of 
freedom and tolerance which are common to all 
democratic and civilised governments. It shows 
an utter lack of responsibility that such an 
attitude should be adopted by Jewish religious 
leaders at thé very time when Israel seeks mem 
bership of the United Nations in loyalty to the 
Charter of that great international organrsation, 
They would be rendering more service by on 
serious thought as to how the traditions 
Judaism can be made a practical guide for 
modern life so as to win the willing obedience 
of the people.

DUKE OF NAXOS 


ouse of Nasi—The Duke 
Ceci.

Though a distinct and in itself com- 

te book, this biography of Joseph Nasi 
e that on “ Dona Gracia, 
by the same author, ended. That great 
lady and 16th-century heroine, Joseph's 
aunt and mother-in-law, was his inspira- 
pon and the driving power in his drama- 

- and fantastic Career. | 
Nasi, called Joao Miguez as 
Marrano and brought up in the Catholic 
faith, succeeded comparatively early in 
life to the management of the great 
banking house of Mendes. After adven- 
wrous travels, always in danger of being 
burned at the stake for secret Judaising, 
he also settled in that country which was 
a haven for Jewish refugees and the only 
one which did not shut its doors against 
displaced persohs—Turkey. There he 
immediately returned to the faith of his 
fathers He grew to be one of the 
greates’ «=o personages in the Ottoman 
Empire and a force in European politics, 
and the Sultan rewarded his great ser- 
vices by making him, in 1566, Duke of 
Naxos As, however, jealousy and 
intrigues were rampant in Constantinople, 
uninterrupted mearness to the ruling 
power was necessary to maintain the 
exalted position. So Nasi, though abso- 
lute overlord of the island and not only 
its titular patron, had to content himselt 
with being an absenice Duke. 


Far-Sighted Idea 


The formation of a Jewish seitlement 
in Palestine had already been contem- 
plated by Dona Gracia, and Philip Nasi. 
by now the most prominent and powerful 
Jew of his time, took up the idea. Practi- 
cal businessman as he was, he gave it 
a new bent, With uncanny farsighicd- 
ness, he planned a colony in which agri- 
cultural, commercial, and industrial con- 
wderations, and not the religious motive 
alone and a vague Messianisni, should be 
decisive. If the experiment in Tiberias. 
granted to tym in 1561. had succeeded. 
the history of the Jews in South-Eastern 
Europe, and perhaps even beyond, might 
have taken a completely different turn. 
However, the attempt miscarried, and one 
of the reasons for the failure was tha‘ 
Nasi was too imperious and high-handed 
when dealing with his coreligionists. 

The story of Joseph Nasi, Duke of 
Naxos and Count of Andros, is rich in 
enierprise and adventure, full of human 
imterest and appeal. It is. written by 
Cecil Roth in the same masterly style to 
which his previous works have accus- 
tomed us

The Literature of the Old Testament.

Neutrality 


The practical issue of this false reading 
of historic forces was that the Zionists 
insisted on the neutrality of the Zionist 
Organisation, and they discouraged my 
first tentative steps to get in touch with 
the British statesmen Io give expression 
to this neutrality, the old Actions Com- 
mittee, whose headquarters were in Ber-

My dissociating myself from the Copen- 


hagen Bureau had some interesting and 
far-reaching results. One of the officials 
of the Copenhagen Bureau was Martin 
Rosenbluth, who was in Engiand, in the 
employ of the Organisation, at the begin- 
ning of the Second World War, some 2‘ 
years later, and was interned as an enemy 
alien As the President of the Zionist

One day. in 
the spring of 1915, I received a visit from 
Dr. Rintoul, the chief research chemist of 
Nobel's, the big explosives manufacturers.

versation turned to my researches, which 
I described to him in detail. When I had 
ended, he said to me. thoughtfully: “You 
know, you may have the key to a very 
important situation m your hands.” |!

Out of Zion shal Core forth the Law 
and from Jerusalem the word of God. 


HROUGH the World Union for 


Jewish Education (in 
Diaspora) Israel, and particu- 
larly Jerusalem, is in.some measure 


taking its place as the spiritual centre 
for world Jewry and beginning to fil 
the vacuum which was left after the 


great seats of Jewish learning were 
destroyed in Europe. 
In the traditional Jewish manner, a4 


remedy was created before the disease 
hecame evident. for in 1945, when first 
the idea of this World Union was con- 
ceived. the extent of the Nazi destruction 
ot the Jewish world was not yet known 

At that time. a small group of educa- 
tionists; mainly attached to the Hebrew 
University. held a meeting tn Jerusaiem. 
which I attended. It was before the end 
of the war. but near enough to ut for 
these educationists to discuss post-war 
plans. They decided that 11 would be 
mecessary to bring together, as soon as 
possible, Jewish educationists from all 
over the world to consider the situation 
they expected to find when the war ended. 


World Convention 


It was one of those great occasions in 
Jewish history when a shifting of centres 
took place. At one stroke, all the old 
centres had been destroyed, and a new 
centre had to be created if Judaism was 
not to lose its coherence. 

So it was that the idea was born of 
calling together a world convention of 
Hebrew educationists to decide on some 
sort of organisation that might be found 
necessary in the light of the circumstances 
that would preva. 

The idea was greeted with enthusiasm 
in Palestine, and steps were immediately 
taken towards its practical impiementa- 
tion. A small committee of members of 
the Hebrew University was sct up, and 
invitations. were sent out to all parts of 
the world. 

in August, 1946, the first world con- 
vention of Hebrew educationists met on 
Mount Scopus, at the University. It con- 
sisted of representatives from 37 coun- 
tries. with a. delegation of 65. from 
America and 25 from this country, 

The conference lasted eight days, and 
passed a great number of resolutions 
dealing -with every aspect of education.

need 30.000 tons of acetone. Can you 
make tt?" was so terrified by this 
lordly request that | almost turned tail. I 
answered: “ So far 1 have succeeded im 
making a few hundred cutc centimetres 
of acetone at a time by the fermentation 
process. | do my work in a laboratory 
| am not a technician, | am only a 
research chemist. But, if | were somechow 
able to produce a ton of acetone, |! 
would be able to multiply that by any 
factor you chose. Once the bacteriology 
of the process is established, it 1s only a 
question of brewing. I must get hold of 
a brewing engineer from one of the Dig 
distilleries, and we will set about the 
orchminary task 

Carte Blanche

First. then, we found a piace where 
we could carry out our first largec-scak 
experiment t was the. Nicholson gin 
factory m Bromicy-by-Bow lt took us 
six or seven months to apply the process 
on a half-ton scale fairly regularly and 
with consistently satisfactory results 
From that pom, we reached out for a 
larger scale, and the Admuralty decided 
on a twofold pian. Ht would build a nacw 
factory in one of its arsenals, in Holton 
Heath. near Poole, Dorsetstire, and it 
would take over the large distillenes and 
adam them, wherever possible, to our 

The double plan entailed an enormous 
amount of work The distilleries were 
scattered throughout .bLagland, Scotland. 
and Ircland. A group of chemists had to 
be trained in the process. I took over the 
laboratory of the Luster Institute im 
Chelsea. and there | began to train a 
number of young people in this branch 
of chemistry. From Chelsea | sent them 
out to the various doestilleries W hen 
the process was im full swing, we were 
almost forced to suspend operanons he- 
cause of the grain shortage The food 
controller could not let us have what we 
needed—nearly half a milhon tons of 
maize All maize had to be imported 
from America, and this was the time of 
the unrestricted U-boat campaign 
tried to substitute chestnuts as the source 
of the starch, and. in part, succeeded 
Under the pressure of these conditions, 
the production of acetone was shifted to 
Canada and America

We 
took a house at 67, Addison Road, and 
my wife made a charming and attractive 
home of it. ht was in this house that our 
second boy, Michael, was born, Novem- 
ber 16. 1917 

My work brought me in tonch with all 
sorts of people, high and low, in the 
British Government. Balfour succeeded 
Churchill in the Admuralty, Lloyd George 
became Minister of Munitions. and | had 
much to do with his board. for a great 
many problems not directly connected 
with acetone flowed into my laboratories. 
The centre of gravity of my life shifted 
once again towards my Zionist interests, 
and, from this pomt on, the tide of events 
moved rapidly towards one of the climacic 
points in the history of the movement 
and, § believe, in the history of the Jewish 

ple-—the issuance of the Balfour

Dr. Hertz’s View 


To the Editor of Tee Jewrsn CHronicte

Sm.—1 am not a Liberal Jew; I have 
no intentions of becoming a Liberal 
Jew: nor am I in sympathy with the 
doctrines or practices of Liberal Judaism. 
Those who remember the thunderous 
denunciations of “ The New Paths” by 
the late Chief Rabbi can still hear the 
echo in the written words. 

Yet. in 1935, Dr. Hertz felt entitled 
to testify to the President of the Board 
of Deputies, then Mr. Neville Laski, 
K.C., that for the purpose of certifying 
a Secretary for Marriages, the Liberal 
Jewish Synagogue in St. John’s Wood 
Road was “a synagogue in England of 

rsons professing the Jewish religion.” 

he late Chief Rabbi took the view that 
despite the cleavage-—fundamental and 
unbridgeable —between traditional Judarsm 
and Liberal Judaism, he could not say 
that the Liberal Jewish Synagogue was 
not part of Anglo-Jewry. Indeed, Art. 1 
the Constitution of the Doard of 
Deputics—which is not a religious, but 
a political institution representative of 
Jews in the British Empire—explicitly 
deciares, inter alia, that the Board “ shall 
consist of representatives otf: 

(a) Any coneregation of Jews in ‘the Britich 
Empire (nu) later certified by the Eoccicsias- 
teal Authorities for. the case of a 
Liberal Synagogue by the Presidem of the 
Liberal Jewish Synagoguc, John's Wood 
London) 

Following his own precedent, Dr. Hertz 
gave a similar certificate im respect of 
the Liberal in Liverpool. 
About six or seven Liberal Synagogues 
are represented on the Board. 

My learned friend, Mr. Iwi, is right 
in saying that the President of the Board. 
before he grants his certificate under the 
Act of 1836. must satisfy himself that 
it i granted in respect of “a syna- 
gogue in England of persons professing 
the Jewish reimion.” In order to satisfy 
himself, he 1s entitled—-and I should have 
thought it in any event desirable-—to take 
expert advice He did so. Hie could 
not have gone higher. 

Mr. iwi contends, however—and it is 
a weighty argument-—-that the term 
“ Jewish religion” in ths context musi 
be construed as it would have been the 
day after the 1836 Act was passed, when 
Liberal Judaism certainly did noi exist 


To this argument there are two answers. 
First, Acts of Toleration are always con- 
strued liberally. Secondly, if his argu- 
ment be right, there are two criteria of 
the term “ Jewish religion” in English 
law—ia) “ the Jewish religion” as it was 
understood in England in 1836; (b) “ the 
Jewish religion” as it is understood to- 
day. Even if Traditional Judaism be 
meant, the two are by no means synony- 
mous. That there id be two such 
conflicting criteria would be 
especially since the President would have 
to ask himself of a synagoguc: “ Does 
the synagogue profess the Jewish religion 
as it was understood in 1836? " 

Modern English judges are disinclined 
to narrow the term to Traditional 
Judaism. In Clayton v. Ramsden [1943 
A.C. 320, Lord Russell of Killowen a 
Lord Romer thought that the expression 
“Jewish faith term which the 
Legislature has sometimes used, though 
here it was used in a will—was too vague 
to be ascertained in an English court. 
(The decision, it is true, did not ulti- 
mately turn on that point.) Lord Wright. 
thinking, on the contrary, that “ Jewish 
faith” connotes “a specific fact equally 
with * Christian faith,” observes: “ The 
latter is an all-embracing term which in- 
cludes many possible varietics—Roman 
Catholic, Anglican, Presbyterian, 
Lutheran, and others. There are many 
mansions, but they are all included in 
one house.” 

The Law and Parliamentary Commit- 
tee of the Board has twice recommended 
that Art. 45 of the Constitution be 
amended so as to be in line with Art. 1, 
and that the President of the Libera! 
Synagogue in St. John’s Wood be entitled 
io testify to the President of the Board 
in respect of any Liberal Synagogue. 

I can see no distinction in principle 
between the Liberal Synagogues im St 
John’s Wood and Liverpool, on the one 
hand, and any other Liberal Synagogue, 
on the other hand. 

The amendment does not give any 
validity in Jewish Law to a miarriage 
celebrated in the Liberal Synagogue: the 
amendment is merely a. matter of 
machinery. Liberal marriages are cele- 
brated jusi the same. If in 1935 it was 
thought undesirable that Jewish religious 
differences be discussed in Parliament. 
such discussion can hardly be more 
propitious in 1949.

As there was no refugee move- 
ment from Israel during recent months 
we musi assume that the sharp rise in 
numbers is due to the movements of 
hungry Arab masses from the Arab 
countries who flock to. the camps in 
search for food. These are voluntary 
refugees, apd on investigation it will most 
hkely be found out that their number by 


far exceeds those of the Palestinian

A Man’s World? 


VERY iteresting new pubiication 
on public welfare has just been 
brought owt under the title of 
“The Good Neighbour.” It is ex- 
lained editorially that the “ world's 
ightest hope“ can be attained only 
through “shared endeavour” and 
“ international co-operation. 

These ideals, which have been con- 
swtently and unswervingly aimed at by 
Jewish teachers mght down the ages, will 
waken fr sive echoes in every Jewish 
woman's rt She has learnt through 
centuries of sorrow and suffering how 
bitterly and how inevitably contrary doc- 
trines engulf the Jews, before and beyond 
anybody cise, in the horrors and d.struc- 
tion of national, racial, and religious 
strife. 

An interesting paralicl can be drawn 
between the position of women and that 
of Jews in the world to-day.

It is truc 
that women have new passed the sage 
when they had to do battle for the mght 
to use their gifts for the benefit of man- 
kind. Yet the world remains a mdn- 
made world, tailored to mens necds, 
men's way of working, men’s rhythms 
Parliamentary procedu ec, the rules of the 
city, all these are mide for men. ~- And 
when a gifted woman has sought as an 
isolated individual to work with men, 
she has had to find ber way in a maze 
of methods that are not hers. 


The Woman's Contribution 


The world, says Dr. Mead, “ must be 
reshaped by both sexes to sunt the needs 
of both scacs.” A woman must not 
ask herself. “How can | do as good 
work as a man?” or fee! flattered when 
she +s told that she has made as good a 
speech as a man. One of the principal! 
problems of our age, concludes Dr. 
Mead, is how to find room in public and 
professional life for the kind of woman 
who can bring to it the sae sort of gifts 
she has always brought to homemaking. 

not mere Ccomncdence tat when- 
ever a retrogressive political system has 
achieved power. it has singled out Jews 
and women upon whom to heap injus- 
tices and disabilities. The Nazis in Hit- 
ler s Germany were a case in point. And. 
following Dr. M-ad's arguments, neither 
Jews nor women will make their ful! 
contribution to world civilisation, or to 
the world peace that must precede it, by 
attempting to ape the methods or man- 
ners of those who at present. and so 
very wmperfectly. shape the destinies of 
the world

Matzo Kleis (1) 

Soak 2 matzot im cold water till soft, 
then drain and squeeze dry. Put in a 
basin and beat up with a fork. Fry a

Training Teachers 


The suggestion has been widely can- 
vassed in America. as well as in Britain,

The second item of the mWoOodgrTamine . ts 
it was generally 
recognised, and perhaps particularly in 
this country, that the most pressing and 
most difficult of educational problems 
facing the Diaspora at the present time 
was that of teachers 

Unfortunately, Israc! will not for a 
long time be able to send out teachers to 
the countries of the Diaspora. It was 
perhaps, unreasonable to expect if, in 
view of the masses of chiidren who are 
daily pouring into the new State. Israe! 
is to-day confronted with a greater task 
than anv other civilised country, in trying 
to meet the educational needs of its own 
children 

The World Union has therefore decided 
to bring teachers from the Diaspora for 
short intensive courses of traning. The 
first course of this kind will be held this 
summer during the months of June, July, 
August, and part of September. It will be 
devoted largely to the study of the Bible, 
religion, language. literature, history. 
Palestinography, and methods of teaching 
Jewish subjects. 

The course is being organised by the 
Hebrew University, the Education Depart- 
ment of Israel, and the World Union 
which will act as the executive body. In 
addition to academic study, there will 
be visits to schools, and opportunities 
will be provided to give lessons to classes 
in Israeli schools. 


Fifteen Teachers from Britain 


The British section of the World Union 
has arranged for 15 teachers to attend 
the course. The United States and South 
Africa are among other countries who 
will take part. 

Financial difficulties are already making 
themselves felt, for there are several 
countries that desperately need trained 
teachers but have not the means to avai! 
themselves of these facilities. Among 
them. for instance, is Tripoh, where there 
‘s a school with 2,000 children, being 
taught all subjects in Hebrew, with SO 
teachers who require additional training 
The World Union is anxious to bring at 
least some of them to take this course, so 
that they could afterwards help the 
athers. But the sum of £1,000 is neseen. 

Aich Tripoli certainly cannot provide. 
ker need being filled by the World 
Linion is the establishment of an infor- 
mation service for parents in the 


Diaspora, who would like their children 
receive either their full or supplemen- 
education 


tary in Isracl. The Work 


Union will not only supply all the neces- 
sary miormation, but will also act 6% 
intermediary between the parents and the 
Education partment of Israc!. 

An interchange of children during the 
holiday months is also envisaged. The 
majority of the children who come to 
Israel woukd be placed in private homes, 
but some would go to institutions and 
hohday camps. 

Among ot projects is a bi-monthly 
pubhcation, to supply educational infor- 
mation, as well as articles on Jewish, 
pedagogy and a supplement with reading 
matter intended for youth. 

The greatest cultural problem which to- 
day faces the Diaspora is to prevent the 
Jewish people from falling behind the 
dynamic development taking place in 
israel. Instead of one Jewish people, we 
might then have to deal with “an atomused 
people.” . Isracl woukd go on with its 
Hebrew culture at a great pace, and the 
Jewish Communities in the Diaspora 
mught be left far behind and feel them- 
selves estranged from cach other

BRITISH RADIO WAR 
AGAINST EGYPT | 


Arab League Crisis 
Next Week 


From JON KIMCHE 


Lonpon, Wednesday 

The Council of the Arab League is 
to meet in Cairo this month—perhaps 
for the last time in its four years’ 
existence. Meanwhile there has been 
no response from Cartro to the some- 
what compliments which 
Mr. Moshe Sharet (Shertok) paid King 
Farouk on the occasion of the sign- 
ing of the Armistice. 


The Cairo Government. radio. and 
Press exercised remarkable restraint in 
reporting the end of the Rhodes talks. 


It was clear that the Egyptian Govern- 
ment still wanted to avoid undue shocks 
to us public opinion. There was no 
glimmer of friendliness to Isracl in the 
oficial pronouncements. 

Then something odd happened. The 
Egyptians were suddenly intensely embar- 
rassed by a propaganda blast from 
Cyprus, where a powerful Arabic station, 
calling itself Sharq el Adna, has been 
operating. KH is one of the most widely 
listened-to Arab stations, but gives no 
indication of either its origin or creden- 
tals 

Before the upset in Palestine, « was 
stationed there and serviced mainly by 
political warfare experts in Arabic drawn 
from the Foreien Office. Last year. Mr. 
Bevin disowned the set-up. He told the 
Commons that it was a station leased by 
the Cyprus authorities to some Arabs.

The Cyprus station kept this up for 


some days. For what purpose ? This 
has eviderily something to do with the 
critical meeting of the Arab League 
Three possible new combinations may

The Egyptians may walk out; or 
Transiordan with lraqg may walk out: 
or the internal crisis will continue with 


the League becoming still more ineffec- 
tive. The impression 3s that the British 
would lke Egypt :o quit and allow some 
new organisation to take the place of the 
League and embrace Transjordan, Iraq. 
the Lebanon. and Syria. Saud: 
and Feypit would be outside 

Bul the line-up is by no means clear 
or certam The Israch Arabic radio is 
encouraging opposition to the Greater 
Syria plans of King Abdutliah,. and gener- 
ally to Abdullah himself.
